In Hitler Germany: 


„ A glimpse is given into the internal situ- 
ation in Hitler Germany by the following 
facts recently reported: 


The Secret Police has been strength- 
ened with new powers that make it unan- 
swerable to any other body in the German 
State. 

New Secret Police detachments are be- 
ing planted in all the big factories. 

German citizens are subject to instant 
arrest for having thoughts “that may cast 
doubts on the Nazi State.” 

And finally, the annual labor elections 
in the big factories have been cancelled by 
Goebbels for fear of the outcome in the 
most important plants, 

These are symptoms of the growing dif- 
ficulties Hitler is experiencing in maintain- 
ing his rule.

An Anti-Company Union 
Bill With Teeth 


„ Pennsylvania’s legislature has before it 
an anti-company union bill with teeth in it. 

There have been many bills, before this, 
which claimed to “outlaw company union- 
ism.” Most of them were misnomers, as 
they fell far short of doing what they al- 
leged. Some of them actually encouraged 
these organizations, under the guise of hit- 
ting at them. 

In the Pennsylvania measure—introduced 
by Senator B. B. McGuinness and sponsored 
by the State Federation of Labor and La- 
bor’s Non-Partisan League—we have a re- 
freshing contrast to most of these past 
proposals. In this bill, no legal quarter what- 
soever is given to company unionism. 

Employers are prohibited, under its pro- 
visions, from forming or encouraging such 
organizations in any way. They are pro- 
hibited from urging employes to join such a 
set-up or to compensate employes in any 
fashion for membership in a company union. 

If this bill is passed and is enforced after 
adoption, company unions wil] have a more 
than precarious existence in the Keystone 
State. It will be well for all liberal organi- 
zations, as well as the entire labor movement 
of Pennsylvania, to let the legislators at 
Harrisburg know that this bill must be 
passed. 

We hope, also, to see progressive and la- 
bor forces in other States presenting similar 
measures to the current sessions of their 
respective legislatures.
